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Report of the Advisory Committee 02" 


To the voters of the Town of Southborough: 


For the year 1952 the approved budget items ene to 
$260,063.58. For the year 1958 the recommended budgets total 
* $508,311.65. This represents an increase of over ninety-five -per- 
cent in six years. The presentation of these figures brings to light 
_ the fact that the.Town’s Budget expenditures move right along’ ~ 
with the economy. Some might say it moves a little faster, but one 
must consider that large necessary improvements such as schools, 
fire protection, police protection and increased services make a 
growing town increasingly expensive. The presentation also makes 
us realize that a great deal of thought should be given to Town 
affairs and the expenditrues involved. In particular, the presentation _ 
_ Should remind us that the year 1958 was ushered in accompanied 
_ by an unencouraging economic picture, which in turn means that 
we must guard against expenditures that are unnecessary and not 
properly planned. The ability of the taxpayer to pay higher charges 
must be first in mind when considering the Warrant as a whole. 


Recommended 1958 total Budgets ($508,311.65) plus total 
recommended Warrant Articles ($52,424.07) brings the total War-. 
rant to a recommended figure of $560,735.72. Comparsion with 1957 
voted amounts as follows:

Isasmuch as “Elimination of Dutch Elm Disease,” “Poison 
‘Ivy Control,” “Civilian Defense,” “Cable Fence’: and “Industrial 
Commission” are now in the Budget. we have deducted the voted 
. amounts from the 1957 Warrant Article figure and added them to 
the 1957 Budget figure for purposes of a better comparison. 


The aforementioned comparison reveals that the total net 
: recommended Budgets have increased in 1958 by $41,664.54 and 
the remaining recommended Warrant Articles have increased in 
1958 by $1,681.89. For the total warrant we find an increase of 
s&, 346.43. 


As we » have mentioned in the past, it is not within our province 
to forecast the tax rate. However, this year, because we felt that 
every possible guide should: be at hand, we met several times with 

‘the Board of Assessors to try to determine the impact of an increase 
of $43, 346.43. Although all figures were not at hand we were ablé 
to arrive at a figure that can best be called an “educated guess.” 
If the recommended figures are accepted by the Town, the Tax Rate 
may be increased by two or three dollars. With the good possibility 

- of more substantial revenues this increase could be less. This fore- 
cast is based on our recommended figures, and naturally any vote 
over the advised amounts will mean an additional increase in the 
Tax Rate. We would like to add here that having ‘in mind “ability. 
to pay” all departments have been most cooperative. In every in- 
stance they have examined and reexamined their budgets with us 
so that you would have a budget presented to you that reflects 
what is essential for economical operation. 


The amount of available funds or “free cash” as of January 
1, 1958, and as certified by the Director of Accounts is $100,278.63. 
This compares with the 1957 “free cash” figure of $69,406.58. The 
increase in this account was needed. To properly conduct the fi- 
nancial affairs of the Town we advise that no “free cash” be used 
under this Warrant. During the year 1957 at certain points our 
balance was so low the Town had to postpone payment of some bills 
and was forced’ to borrow larger amounts than in other years. 
Further, in the year 1959 the Town will be faced with the first 
big impact of the Regional School plus additional expense for 
needed Highway equipment. With this in front of us it seems © 
proper that we try to increase our aUEpINe in ’58 to better cushion. 
the shock in ’59. ae 


Under Articles two and three you will note.that we have 
recommended the following: increases to elective officers:

.It is exceedingly difficult to advise on raises in. these categories 
because all people serving in all divisions of elective officers in the 
Town of Southboro perform work far in excess of the money paid. 
Frankly, we-can only attempt to bring one category in. line with 


another. We think, our conclusions are fair and recommend the: in- 


creases set forth. above. 


Article 4 has to do with an amendment of Section 21, Schedule 
B of the Salary Administration Plan and requests that the Town 
establish an additional step in the plan. We are fully in accord with 


this amendment because, since the Town voted: and approved the’ 


Plan, the “Cost of Living” has advanced and all working rates have 
moved forward. At the inception of the Job Classification Commit- 
tee it was properly determined that they should have a certain 
amount of flexibility. This additional step makes their flexibility 
more certain in the present labor market. 


Under Article 7 (Budgets) you will note certain’ major in- 
creases, some of them we list below. 


The Police Department requests the establishment of an ad- 
ditional permanent officer. We recommend favorable action because 
we have found that with the addition of major roads coming in or 
bordering on the Southboro town line, incidents. of crime have in- 
creased. Proper coverage or twenty-four hour coverage. is, not pos- 
sible under our present force. We advise a full twenty-four hour 


coverage believing that the townspeople can rest more secure than — 


at present. 


Charities and Aid present an increase of 21% over the 1957 . 


- figure. Unfortunately economics dictate this increase and it is pos- 
sible that due to. the same. economic: picture we may find further 
increases not only here but in Veterans’ Services. 
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Education shows an-increase of 7.6% over the approved budget 
_ of 1957. Within the budget “Teachers Salaries” represent an in- 
crease of 15% over the approved and voted “Teachers Salaries” of 
1957. A basic salary increase of $200.00 was voted for the teachers 
by the School Committee effective next September. This is‘in ad- 
dition to the increases voted in 1957, 1956 and 1955. We are very 
much in favor of paying teachers rates that are competitive and 
fully compensate for the job’ rendered — however, we do want to . 
mention here that the decision to grant future increases must be: 
tempered with the same economical thinking that must guide other 
-Town Departments.

It is felt that without such a study it is possible 
that an immediate expenditure will be only a.temporary solu- 
tion’and as in the past more money will be needed to correct 
the drainage problem. 


The whole area should ‘be studied not only by the en- 
gineering service but by all interested Town Departments to 
make sure that the Town receives proper financial assistance 
from the ones who have created the drainage problem. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Orie Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars to

The type 
suggested by the article is known as “strip-zoning” and ex- 
perience has shown. that zoning of this type is not good indus- 
trial zoning practice. 


The Article suggests that the “industrial district” be 
carried to Southville Road which would mean that a good part 
- of Cordaville would be in an industrial district. In our opinion 
this would be a detriment to a number of home owners in the 
Cordaville district. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to amend its 
Zoning By-Law adopted and dated June 6, 1955, by adding at 
the end of Section VI thereof, the following :— 

Provided: that any lot of land which at the time of adop- 
tion of this By-Law, contained less than the minimum area or

borough-Framingham Town Line; be in a business district,” or 
do or act anything in relation therto. (Proposed by Joseph F.. 
. Murphy and 10 others). 


It is recommended that the Town vote to amend.its Zoning 
By-Law as noted in the Article and if it is possible under this 
article it is further recommended that the amendment be. 
expanded to include from the end of present business district 
on the south side of Turnpike Road to the Peaming nan: South- 
borough Town Line. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will wote to repeal Article 
IXA of its By-Laws, which article relates to the removal of 
top-soil, loam, sand and gravel, and to adopt as Article IXA 
of its By-Laws, the following :— 


“ARTICLE IXA 
Soil Erosion 


Section 1. It shall be the principal purpose of this by- 
law to prevent the removal of top-soil and sub-soil from any . 
land in Town, resulting in barren and unsightly areas of low 
value. 


Section 2. No top-soil, loam, sand, gravel or other ma- 
terials, other than trees, brush, shrubs, grass, stones or other 
plants or materials, which are above the surface of the ground, 
shall be removed therefrom, unless the owner or occupant of 
such land shall have received from the Planning Board, a per- 
mit to remove any such top-soil, loam, sand, gravel, or other 
materials. 


Section 3. Any such permit granted under the authority 
hereof, shall be issued by the Planning Board and shall contain 
the names of the owner of such land and, in addition thereto, 
shall contain the name of the person, firm; or ‘corporation who 
shall be in control or in charge of such removal. 
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Section 4. No permit shall be granted until after the 
Planning Board shall have held a public hearing, not less than 
five (5) days’ notice of which shall have been given at the 
expense of the applicant therefor, by. publication in a news- 
paper or newspapers, having a general circulation within the 
Town. The Planning Board may, by vote, require such other 
and further notice of such hearings as in its sole and exclusive 
er circumstances of each individual application may 
warran 


Section 5. Failure of the Planning Board to act upon 
any such application for a period of sixty (60) days after 
receipt thereof, shall authorize the applicant to proceed with- 
out a permit. , 


Section 6. Notwithstanding any of the provisions here- 
of, no permit to remove top-soil, loam, sand, gravel or other 
materials, shall be required to remove such materials from © 
land in public use; for the purpose of the erection or construc- 
tion of buildings, driveways, walks, recreation areas, parking 
facilities, or changes of grade, which are a part of or appurte- 
nant to any such building, driveway, walk, recreation area, or 
parking facility. 


Section 7. Any. interested parties aggrieved by a de- 
cision of the Planning Board, shall have the right of appeal to 
the Board of Appeals, in the same manner as authorized under 
the Zoning By-Law previously adopted by the Town and effec- 
tive June 6, 1955,” or do or act ‘anything in relation thereto. 
(Proposed by Alfred W. Howes, Town Counsel).

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN — 1957 
. .On March 20, 1957, the Board organized as follows:

Regular meetings’ conducted by the Board of Selectmen, 


twenty-four (24). 


Special meetings conducted by the Board of Selectmen, 
ninety-seven (97). 


Considerable time 1 was spent with the various land de- 
velopers regarding drainage, permits, roads, etc. 


Drainage was installed on the east side of Cordaville Road 
to Southville Road. Some work was done on the brook on the 
property of Joseph Mauro. A section of Gilmore Road was re- 
placed and drainage installed at Gilmore Road across Parker- 
ville Road. Drainage at Cordaville Road has been connected 
with Choate Field drainage. . 


The drainage problem in Srnthborousli is more acute now 
than ever before. This: is~being caused: mostly py land de- 
velopers, even when drainage is-installed on new roads, the 
lack of main trunk lines on our main and secondary roads, still 
presents serious trouble, due to the fact, that there is no ade- 
quate solution to the run-off problem. ; 


We are faced with serious trouble on Richards Road and 


Atwood Street. The only solution to this particular area is a 
. trunk line from Atwood: Street to connect with the drain on 
. Cordaville Road, a- ‘distance of approximately twelve hundred 


(1200) feet, at a cost of ‘approximately Twelve Thousand 


Seven Hundred Twenty-seven ($12,727.00) | Dollars. The Board 


. = the opinion this. is a must in our drainage system for 


The extension on John Street, which was accepted by the 
Town in 1948, but was not built, nor drainage installed, has 
been a problem this year. The Highway Department, under 
Chapter 81 Money, graveled and oiled the road, but due to lack 
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of funds, was unable to install any-drainagé in that section. To 
continue the drainage on John Street, as far as the road has 
been accepted, is a distance of 600 feet, and would cost ap- 
proximately Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars. 


We also have the problem of relocating some sections of 
Mitchell Street, as in some instances the traveled road is on 
private property. In one instance twenty-two (22) feet of town 
property is being used for a lawn. This is in no way the fault of 
the property owner, as in most cases in Southborough, other 
than where there are side walks or some other obstruction, the 
lawns are built right to the oiled roads. John and Mitchell 
Streets were recently surveyed, several discrepancies in the 
road layout were found. It is the opinion of the Board that no 

_ other roads should be accepted in the future without Certifica- 
tion: by some reliable Engineer, as to the correctness of the 
layout. This Board intends to work along ‘on this idea in the 
future. : - 


All repair and maintenance work on Chapter 81 and 90 
was carried out in the usual manner under the supervision of 
the Department of Public Works. The uncompleted section of 
Chapter 90 Construction of 1956, on Fisher Road, was complet- 
ed in the early part of the year, and has been approved by the 
Department of Public Works, also Chapter 90 Construction on 
Framingham Road was completed on schedule as laid out by 
the Department of Public Works. 


Due to the increased amount of Traffic in the last few 
years, the Board feels that the several narrow roads in the 
Town of Southborough, should be widened. No appreciable 
amount-of construction can be done under the regular budgets 
that. are appropriated each year. This is a project that the 
Town should consider, and a certain amount of funds made 
‘available each year, until this problem is corrected. Due to the 
large increase in budgets that is being asked for this year, the 

' Board is hesitant in asking for an appropriation at. this time. 


The Board is of the opinion that some action should be 
taken at the Annual Town Meeting, so that the services of a 
Consulting Engineer be made available to the Town Depart- 
ments that are concerned. with roads, drainage, sewerage, 
water, etc., as more of the land in Southborough is developed 

' some type of engineering services will be vitally important.

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REPORT: OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED: UNDER 
ARTICLE 59, OF THE WARRANT FOR THE ANNUAL 


"TOWN MEETING OF MARCH ‘11, 1957 


In accordance with a vote taken under Article 59, of the 
warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 1957, the under- 
signed were appointed as a committee-of three to confer with 
representatives of the Pilgrim Congregational Church in an 
effort to determine whether or not the church might be per- 
mitted to use the land directly behind its church building for 
the erection and maintenance of buildings which it contem- 
plated building on that land. 


In order that the voters of the town may have a more 
complete -understanding of the background on the Article 
which appeared in the Warrant for the Annual Meeting of 


1957, it might be well at the outset of this report to state it 
briefly. 


In the early Spring of 1956, a committee representing the 
church requested the Town Counsel, not in his official capacity, 
to give the church what information he had or was able to dis- 
cover relating to the ownership of an area of land behind the 
church. In accordance with this request, the Town Counsel 
made a thorough search of all records available.. All deeds, 
agreements, minutes of town meetings and a large amount of 
historical data was examined and a written report made to the 
church. Of necessity, some of the matters contained in that 
report could not be substantiated by actual records but were 
based upon general information as to the manner in which 
early New England settlements were established. 


The committee studied that report as a result of which, 
it came to the following conclusion. 


Previous to 1727, the date of its incorporation, the town 
of Southboro was a part of Marlboro which was divided into 
several boroughs, the most southerly of which was later in- 
corporated as the town of Southboro. Consequently, all records 
antedating 1727 would be: in the city of Marlboro and the 
Registry of Deeds for Middlesex County at Cambridge. After 
1727, existing records would be in the files of the town of 
Southboro and deeds recorded in the County of Worcester at 
Worcester. 
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: The cheial grants of nd. cae aboit the middle af the. 
saventocntli century, were to the parish of Marlboro. and 
owned by the church? ‘Southboro was the south parish , and as 
such, owned all laid “iri common.” Sometime in the late seven- 
teenth or early eighteenth centuries, all the parishes ' in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts divided the common land and 
gave full title to thise who occupied it. Land which was not 
divided was held by the parish “in common.” At the time of 
the division of the common lands; the*predecessor of the pres- 
ent Pilgrim Congregational Church which authorized the divi- 
sion, retained to itself the old cemetery, the Town Common. 
as we know it today, the land on which the. church, the Town 
Hall and the- old school, now occupied’ by the Water Depart- 
ment, stand. In addition, it probably retained some’ other land 
to the west and to the northwest of this, land. | 


Tn: 1840, “The First. Parish | in- the. Tow: of Sanaa 
which was the predecessor. in title-of the present Pilgrim Con- 
gregational. Church, granted to.:the ‘inhabitants ‘ofthe Town 
of: Southboro “but-not:to.its:assigns:’. the right of “erecting on: 
land hereinafter described, a house: fifty-six:-feet long, forty’ 
feet wide, and with a projection of six:and.a half feet; for: ‘the’ 
purpose of being used-as a Town House and for the atcommrio-: 
dation of a High School and not. oterwise.’ u This is the’ Toca- 
tion of the present: Fows Hall. 


In addition, the right was given to. use, for the. convenient. 
accommodation thereof’ for the use aforesaid, together with 
convenient access to and from the same over adjoining land, a 
parcel of land which lay southwesterly of the Meeting House. 
This area was to be sixty feet wide in front and extended back 
eighty-two and one-half feet so that there would be ten feet all 
around the outside of thé Meeting House when it was erected.. 
This deed was dated and acknowlédgeéd ori March 38,1840, but 
was not recorded. On August 4; 1857, a deed recorded i in Book 
583; Page 491, with the Registry of Deeds i in Worcester, grant- 
ed to Pilgrim Evangelical Society, predecessor of the. present 
Pilgrim Congregational Church, “in fee simple, the said Meet- 
ing House and the common land of said parish,” for church 
purposes. The deed also stated, “It is not intended to include 
in this conveyance that part | of the land originally granted to 
said parish which is now occupiéd arid used as a burial ground 
nor that part which’ was heretofore’ granted to the town” of | 
Southboro for the purposés of a Town House.”

This deed definitely established title in all the common 
land except the cemetery in the Pilgrim Evangelical Society 
(in the opinion of the committee, legislation was later enacted 
which was effective to transfer to the town title to the old 
cemetery). 


In 1901, the Evangelical Society granted the same land to 
the Pilgrim Congregational Church, a corporation. In that 
grant, the burial ground and the land previously granted to 
the town of Southboro for the purpose of a Town House were 
excepted. 


In 1906, the present church corporation granted a small 
parcel of land to the Protestant Episcopal Church in which 
grant a plan was referred to. However, no plan was recorded 
but the Town Counsel has been informed that it consisted of 
a long narrow strip between the present Town Hall and the 
present Protestant Episcopal Church. By instrument: dated 
Mareh 4, 1907, and recorded with Worcester Registry of Deeds, 
Book 1849, Page 102, which instrumént recited that certain 
’“ questions had arisen relating to the title of the land around 
the Town Hall, the-church and to the rear of the buildings, the 
‘old cemetery to the east of the church and the common to the 
south, and that the parties desired to seftle the question once 
and for all, the town deeded to the church a parcel of land con- 
taining ninety-six hundred fifty-five feet. The instrument re- 
cited that the parcel conformed to a plan “drawn in February, 
1907” but this plan was not recorded nor has it ever been 
found in the town records. The description of the land indi- 
cates that it merely covers the land upon which the church 
building stands. That instrument also gave the church the 
right to use the horse sheds to be provided by the town for the 
use of its inhabitants and the right to pass from the street or 
from the church grounds to the sheds. It also gave the church 
the right to erect temporary stagings and ladders for the pur- 
pose of making repairs. In the same instrument, the church 
gave the Town Hall all the land around the Town Fall and the 
church and to the rear of each; also, the old cemetery and the 
town common. The instrument then stated that the plan was 
to be recorded but it never was. The town agreed to maintain 
suitable horse sheds for at least twelve teams and to maintain 
the grounds deeded to the church. The church agreed that if 
it was ever abandoned as a church, all its rights would termi- 
nate and it would reconvey the land to the town. 
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In an effort to determine what was behind this agree- 
ment, the Selectmen’s records of their meetings for 1906 and 
1907 were examined and shed no light on the subject. Article 
IV of a warrant for special Lown Meeting in August 23, 1906, 
appointed a committee to make an agreement: with the church. - 
The ‘fact ‘that the town ‘and the church in that same year 
granted land to the Episcopal Church indicates thatthe ques- 
tion as to who actually owned the land between the Town Hall 
and the Episcopal Church was raised. It may be that ‘both 
claimed it and the.above Article was inserted in the warrant 
so that ‘they could come to some agreement. We have been 
informed that a search of the records of parish meetings held 
by the church in 1906 and 1907, contain nothing to clarify the 
conditions leading up to the appointment of the committee to 

enter into an eer cement with the town. 


Under Article 29 of the warrant for a"Town Meeting held 
on March 4, 1907, the agreement was confirmed :and under 
Article 28 which was voted after Article 29, it was voted to 
replace the horse sheds with new ones and two thousand dol- | 
lars was appropriated for that purpose. In September 1923, 
nothing thaving been found between that date and the agree- 
ment of 1907, the town granted to the church the right to lay 
water pipes and take water from the well at the rear of the 
Town Hall. In the same instrument, the church authorized the 
town to place locks on the doors of the horse sheds. No records 
.could be found bearing on this question. 


No records of any later action could be found. 


- Conclusions 


It does not.seem possible that in 1906 and 1907 there 
could have been any question as to the title of the land. The 
records indicate conclusively that the church owned all the 
land originally and that the agreement of 1907 was entered 
into without full knowledge of the facts by either the town or 
the church. These facts would have-been disclosed by the rec- 
“ords if they had been examined. Thé committee believes that 
the town never had any ownership in the land in question and 
that in the interests of justice and fair dealing, it should now 
rectify the errors which were made in, 1907.

One emergency arose during 1957 which required the 
services of our local Civil Defense Organization. This occurred 
during the forest fire emergency in May when we were re- 
quested to render aid to the Town of Shrewsbury. 


During the year we have augmented our equipment; 
various members of our organization, including your Director, 


have attended meetings at Town, Sector and Area levels; at-. 


tended classes of instructions, i.e. radiology, communications, 
traffic control, fire control, just to mention a few; participated 
manned our short wave radio during many other tests. 

in State Wide Alerts (held for. C.D. Personnel only) and 


As a result of qualified personnel attending the radiac 
~ courses in Worcester we have received, at no cost to the Town, - 
radiological equipment which will be invaluable in case of all- 
out war. 


Our requests to purchase under “Matching Funds” a noite 

able generator for the Water .Department and a short wave 
radio for the Police Department were approved which means 
that a portion of their cost will be refunded to the Town. In 
addition to these approvals the Town received a reimburse- 
ment for over $3,000.00 for a portion of the cost of the radio 
equipment purchased for the Fire Department as well as for 
the Water Department. 


We are in the process of moving our headquarters to aiens 
Fayville Village Hall and are fortunate in having the use of 
this facility as a base for operation in case of any emergency.

31, 1957. 


There were 11 monthly meetings and 5 special meetings. | 

At the annual Town Election held March 18, 1957, Mr. 
Walter J. Norton was re-elected to the Board for a term of 3 
years. 

Ata meeting held March 19, 1957, Mr. C. Ed. Baker was 
elected Chairman for the year 1957. 


Mr. Thomas Boland was appointed Superintendent. 

The water extensions on Oregon and Parkerville Roads 
have been completed. 

The water extension on Middle Road has been completed, 
except for patching the street. 

860 feet of pipe has been installed on Woodland Road. 

Again the Water Commissioners have spent considerable 
time investigating the project of taking water from the M.D.C. 
tunnel. In conjunction with Whitman & Howard an applica- 
tion for advance Public Works Planning under the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency, Community Facilities Administra- 
tion, has been made. No committments involving the Town 
of Southborough have been made. 

The present bonds will be paid off in 1959, and it is the 
plan of your present Board of Water Commissioners, to ask 
for a new self sustaining bond issue to cover the planned ex- 
pansion and improvement of your water system.

As requested by you we have stenaeed the enclosed ap- 
plication forms for a water project to the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, Community Facilities Administration, known 
as “Application for Advance for Public Works Planning.” 

-The application is based on a total construction cost of 
$350,000.00, which is a rough estimate of what might be 
needed to obtain a new water supply from the Metropolitan 
Aquaduct going through Town, with a pumping station lo-. 
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cated at the aquaduct to boost the water to a proper pressure 
for distribution in the Town, additional storage facilities and 
additional supply distribution mains. 


The application requests that the Government make avail- 
able a sum of money not to exceed $4,000 for further pre- 
liminary studies, including more test holes, if necessary, and 
a sum of money not to exceed $16,000 for final plans and speci- 
fications. These funds, if accepted by the Town, are to be paid 
back when and in proportion to the construction work done 
by the Town covered by these studies any time in the future 
but without interest. 


Before filing with the Housing and Home Finance Agency, 
it will be necessary for the forms to be signed by the Chair- - 
man of the Board of Water Commissioners, attested to by the 
Town Clerk and certified by the Town Clerk that the Board of 
Selectmen have authorized the Chairman of the Water Board 
to act as the agent for the Town in this matter. 


From the information contained in our Report on Improv-_ 
ing Water Works of the Town of Southborough, dated Janu- 

ro 4 ary, 1952, and the recent activity in the Town relative to its 

growth and the construction of the new Massachusetts Turn- 

pike, we have based our rough preliminary estimate on the 

above-mentioned $350,000, which will be further verified as to 

the actual sum necessary to properly improve your water 

works system to take care of the Town’s needs, by another 

preliminary report for a sum of money less than $4,000 when 

the application for the Advance Planning is approved. 


_° We recommend that the Water Department approve the 
application with the authorization of the Selectmen and_file 
same with the Boston office of the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, Mr. Dexter Hill, Federal Building, Post Office Square, 
Boston, Mass.

The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance submits the following report of its work for the 
past year ending on December 31, 1957. 


General Relief 


Sixteen persons were aided during 1957. The Town was 
billed for one case aided elsewhere. We received reimburse- 
ment from the State in two cases. 


The Winchester and J. Lowell Bacon Funds were used for 
five applicants. . 


Aid to Dependent Children 


During the year 1957 aid was rendered to twenty-one 
persons in this category of relief. There is ypart reimburse- 
ment from the Federal and State Governments for this. 


Disability Assistance 


The Town of Southborough has granted aid to two per- 
sons who had been approved by the State and Medical Board 
for this category of assistance. Both Federal and State Gov- 
ernments reimburse the Town for a part of its expenditures. 


Old Age Assistance 


Forty-five persons were assisted during the year 1957. 
Reimbursement to the Town for a part of these expenditures 
is ‘received regularly from the Federal and State Govern- 
ments. Of the forty-five persons aided, severi came from other 
towns for whom Southborough is fully reimbursed; for seven - 
others, who. are unsettled, the State assumes full financial 
responsibility. Two former Southborough residents were aided 


in other communities and the DESpOE gonave share of ne sup- 
port is charged to this Town. . . 


There were nine applications for. Old ee daitence eight 
of which were approved and ‘one denied. Four accounts were

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REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Southborough, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

I hereby-submit my report for the year ending December ~ 
31,1957. 

It will be noted in the financial report that the Moth, 
Dutch Elm and: Poison Ivy appropriations all appear under 
the Moth Department. The reason for this is a change in the 
General Laws requiring all three be listed under the same 
heading. 

‘Dutch Elm disease increased 48%. during the first seven 
months of 1957 over the previous year. This shows the rapid 
rate that this disease is spreading. 

Samples from sixty-one trees were taken and sent to the 
‘Shade Tree Laboratories for examination. Most of them came 
back marked Dutch.Elm Disease. 

Many Elms that are dead do not-respond to the tests 
- given at the laboratories. They too will have to be removed 
as-a matter of public safety. 

Poison Ivy spray was applied to every road in Town and 
most of the ivy seemed to be dead. However, it is impossible 
to kill every plant and I recommend that an appropriation be 
made to continue this work. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank all the -members 
of the Highway Department for their help in removing sev- 
eral dead Elms. 

Also I-wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for their 
co-operation and their secretary for her assistance.

Article 48: To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of the General Laws, Chapter 40, Sections 42G, 
42H, and 421, as most recently amended by Chapter 332 and 
639 of the Acts of 1955, relating to the assessments of better- 
ments for water main extensions, or do or act anything in 
relation thereto, (Proposed by the Town Counsel). 


Article 49: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the

Article [IXE, Section 1. An owner of land who receives 
benefit from the laying of water pipes on public or private

such pipes are laid. (b) If the depth of such land is greater 
than the frontage thereof in accordance with the area of land.

thereto, the proportionate amount by which total area of such 
land exceeds the area of a lot having equal depth and front- 
age; but-in no case shall any land more than four hundred 
(400). feet distant from the way in which such pipes are laid 
-be subject to such assessments. 


Section 4. The provisions of Chapter 80 ofthe General 
Laws relative to the approportionment, division, reassess- 
ment, abatement, and collection of assessments, and to inter- 
ests thereon shall apply to assessments made hereunder. 


Section 5. The Water Commissioner shall, if the order 
for assessment is upon the land not built upon, extend the 
time of payment of the assessment, and interests thereon, at 
the rate of four (4) per cent per annum, until said land is 
build upon; or if said land shall not have been built upon for 
a period of five (5) years. 


Section 6. Assessments and interests on such land which 
is not built upon at the time of such assessment shall be paid 
within three (3) months after such land is built upon; or if 

_ such land is not built upon within five (5) years from the 
date of such assessment, such assessments and interests shall 

‘be paid at the expiration of five (5) years from the date 
thereof, or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Proposed. 
by the Town Counsel).

As directed by you, I have made an audit’ of the books and ac- 
. counts of the town of Southborough for the period fron October 9; 
1955, the date of the previous examonation, to September 9, 1957, the 
following report being submitted thereon: 


The records. of financial transactions of the several departments . 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing: bills for 
collection were examined, checked, and verified by. comparison with 
the reports and records of the town accountant. 
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The accountant’s ledgers were analyzed, ‘the appropriations 
voted by the town as shown by the records of the-town clerk and the 
transfers from the reserve fund as authorized by the advisory com- 
mittee were checked with the appropriation accounts, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on September 9, 
1957, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were analyzed and 
checked with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with other sources from which money was paid into 
the town treasury, while the payments were checked with the war- 
rants .of the selectmen authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds. i 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance on 
September 9, 1957 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balances 
with statements furnished by the banks of deposit, by examination 
of a savings bank book, and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The tax title deeds on hand were examined and listed. The amounts 
transferred from the tax levies to the tax title account were proved, 
and the tax titles, as listed, were reconciled with the accountant’s ledger 
and were further verified by comparison with the records at the Reg- 
istry of Deeds. ; 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were checked with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities and coupons on 
. file. ; ; 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
were examined and listed, the income being proved and the withdrawals 
being verified. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and - 
checked. The tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding 
at the time of the previous audit, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ments, were examined and reconciled with the warrants committing the 
accounts for collection. 


The addition of the collector’s cash books was verified; the pay- 
ments to the treasurer, by the collector were checked with the treas- 
urer’s books; the abatements were compared with the assessors’ and 
other departmental records of abatements granted; and the outstanding © 
‘accounts were listed and reconciled with the ledger accounts of the 
town accountant. 
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Verification of the outstanding tax, excise,’ and: water-accounts was 
made by sending notices to a number of persons whose - ‘names appeared. 
on the books as owing money to -the town; and from the eT epLIer: received 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are: correct.: 


The records of licenses and permits issued by. the selectmen and the 
town clerk, as well as by the health department; .were-examined afd 
checked, the payments to the State and the town being verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish them 
were examined and found to be in Proper form. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the books and .accounts 
of the sealer of weights and measures, and the public welfare, veterans’ 
services, school, library, water, and cemetery departments were ex- 
amined ‘and checked, the payments to the treasurer being verified. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the town collector's 
cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and water 
accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust and investment funds. 


On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appre- 
ciation for the cooperation extended by all the sown officials while 
engaged in making the audit.

In addition to estimated receipts totaling $200,038.83 considered 
by the Assessors in determining the amount to be raised by taxation in 
1957, additional receipts in the amount of $22,417.28 and $17,038.66 

‘ representing unexpended ‘balances of appropriations together’ totaling 
$39, 455. 94 was transferred to Excess and Pngeney on December 3], 
1957. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in March 1957. it was yoted that 
money for all appropriations be raised by taxation rather than trans- 
fer from Excess and Deficiency in order to increase the cash balance 
and avoid if possible the necessity and expense of borrowing in antici- 
pation of tax collections. As a result of such vote, the balance of cash 
increased from $144,098.94 at December 31, 1956 to $150,320.00 at. 
December 31, 1957 and the balance of the Excess and Deficiency account 
increased from $98,081.28 at December 31, 1956 to $134,527.41 before 
taking into consideration the amount of $20,382.60 due to the town 
from the State and the County as ‘reimbursement for expenditures 
made by the town for the construction and-maintenance of highways. 

After deducting outstanding taxes in the amount of $344,248.78 
from the Excess and Deficiency account balance of $134,527.41 the 
amount of free cash as at January 1, 1958 is $100,228.63 which amount 
has been certified by -the Massachusetts Department’ of Corporations 
and Taxation Bureau of Accounts. Such balance compares with a bal- 
ance of $69,406.58 at January 1, 1957 and $98,994.35 at January 1, 1956. 

I extend to you, the Board of Selectmen, Town Officers and Depart- 
ment heads my sincere appreciation for the co- ORcrauon eiven me dur:

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Southborough: 


I am presenting herewith my tenth annual report as your 
superintendent of schools. The past decade has been an event- 
ful one, embracing many changes in the school plant, person- 
nel, and program. The two primary schools have been reno- 
vated and re-equipped, an intermediate building constructed, 
and a regional high school project launched during this period. 
School population has been growing steadily, if not rapidly. A 
too rapid turnover of teachers, particularly in the High School, 
has indicated the need for improving teachers’ salaries con- 
stantly. The curriculum has been expanded gradually to the 
point where there are few, if any, significant omissions from 
our offering. 


EVALUATION OF ‘RESULTS One of the functions of 
responsible administration is that of constant evaluation of 
the results obtained. In a school system this is frequently 
achieved by periodic testing of all pupils with standardized 
tests which are in géneral use over the whole country. In this 
. way we can arrive at a reasonable conclusion as to how effective 

. our educational service may be in the area of fundamental 
skills.The testing approach to evaluation is much more valid 
as a measurement of instructional success than is the old 
familiar yardstick which was concerned with the success of 
high school graduates in the colleges. One obvious shortcoming 
of the college success criterion is that it involves only a small 
percentage of the student body. Also, in reality, success in 
college depends at least as much on native ability as it does on 
specific secondary school preparation. This fact is frequently 
overlooked by the layman. Furthermore, in a general high - 
school the educational needs and objectives of many students 
do not involve college preparation at all.. By contrast, the 
overall testing program measures academic progress in the 
entire student body on a basis which can be compared fairly 
with other schools. 


On or about the first of June each year, we test all boys 
and girls in grades three through eight with the Iowa Every 
Pupil Tests of Basic Skills. This procedure has the value of 
not only indicating how our results compare with those of 
other school systems, but also allows us to check on the growth 
of individual boys and girls from year to year in the funda- 
mental school subjects. Thus the Iowa Tests serve a diagnostic 
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as well as an evaluative purpose. We are happy to report that 
once again every classroom scored at or above the national 
average for its grade. 


Similarly, in the High School we use a battery of tests 
known as the Iowa Tests of Educational Development. These 
tests ‘measure cumulative educational development up to the 
time when the test is given. The entire student body of Peters 
High School was tested this fall, and we are pleased to report 
that all four classes scored in the upper twenty-five per cent 
of the national norms. Standardized tests such as these are 
valuable in measuring progress in fundamental academic learn- 

_ing. It is important, however, to remember this is not the only 
type of progress which is essential in a good educational pro- 
gram. Intangibles, such as attitudes and ideals, are also im- 
portant. But these, unfortunately, are not subject ‘to objective 
measurement. We believe that our schools are doing good work 
in these more subtle areas, as well as in those which can be 
easily measured. 


FAVORABLE EDUCATIONAL CLIMATE Every com- 
munity makes a sizable investment annually in. education 
through its school budget. Whether or-not the community 
reaps a fair return on this investment depends, in large degree, 
on the morale of the teaching staff and the spirit which per- 
vades the schools, other things being equal. The Southboro 
Schools have been making a consistent effort for many years to 
develop an educational climate in which teachers can work 
happily and can feel appreciated. Such a morale is of funda- 
mental importance to the learning situation for children. 
Through good salaries, plentiful, high quality materials, and 
prompt and generous recognition of achievement, our com- 
munity has done a great deal to bring about a favorable clim- 
ate for successful learning. 


‘HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS ARE SCARCE _ Since 
World War II, there has been a severe shortage of elementary 
teachers. While this shortage still exists, it is now over- 
shadowed by the critical shortage of high school specialists in 
most departmental areas. Notable, particularly, is the short- 
age in teachers of mathematics and the sciences. The differen- 
tia] in starting salary between industry and teaching for po- 
tential science and mathematics teachers is so great that there 
is little, if any, incentive for adequately trained young people 
to enter a teaching career in these areas. All signs indicate that 
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this shortage of high school specialists will become more acute 
with the next few years as the large swell of enrollment which 
has flowed through the elementary grades now reaches the 
high schools. It is safe to predict that teachers’ salaries, re- 
sponding to the inexorable law of supply and demand, are 
going to continue to rise until teaching salaries are high 
enough to stimulate an adequate supply of new teachers to 
meet classroom demands.: 


THE REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL The community has 
been courageous and far-sighted in meeting its high school 
problem through prompt and solid support of the regional high 
school project. The Regional School Committee and its archi- 
tect have done a superb piece of work in planning a school 
which, while wonderfully efficient in the use of space, con- 
tains also every facility to meet the full demands of a varied 
and rich secondary school curriculum. The plant is skillfully 
designed and should prove a sound investment for many many 
years to come in making possible for our young people the 
finest kind of secondary educational program. We can look 
forward with pride to the opening in 1959 of a high school 
which will rank with the best from every point of view. 


THE: HOUSING PROBLEM IN BRIEF In the South 
Union and Peters Annex buildings we have nine classrooms 
available for the first three grades, allowing thirty children 
per room. This means that we have adequate facilities to 
handle grades up to ninety children each in the three primary 
grades. Our present grades are running between sixty and 
seventy on the average. It is clear from these figures that we 
have a little room for further expansion in these grades. 


The middle grades, four, five, and six, have nine rooms 
available in the Woodward School, thus providing quarters for 
ninety: children per grade. There is no immediate housing 
problem here. The new regional high school, we believe, is 
sufficiently large to accommodate all probable growth until 
1970. 


The junior high school grades seven and eight do, how- 
ever, present a problem, in that there are only four rooms in 
the Woodward School available for these grades. This means 
that we have capacity for only sixty children per grade at this 
level. It is quite obvious that when a class of approximately 
' ninety in the sixth grade comes to grade seven that it cannot 
be accommodated in two classrooms, having a capacity of only 
sixty. 

. \ 
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Two solutions to this problem seem possible. The first, 
would be to use the present Peters High School building in- 
definitely ag an overflow building for the junior high school. 
There are, of course, many rather obvious disadvantages to 
this course of action, not the least of which is the. safety of 
the children and the inefficiency of the building as an educa- - 
tional plant. The second alternative would be to construct an 
addition to the Woodward School to bring the capacity-of the 
junior high school section up to the capacity of the elementary 


PLAYGROUND DEVELOPMENT During 1957, and 
continuing through 1958, the School Committee is gradually 
assembling an adequate amount of play apparatus on the 
grounds of both primary schools. The swings at South Union 
have been rebuilt and a slide installed. See-saws will be pur- 
chased in 1958. At the Peters High School Annex, with the 
cooperation of another Town department, a slide is being pro- 
cured. See-saws have been purchased, and the present swings 
will either be reconditioned or replaced. ~ 


MAINTENANCE Every effort is being made to main- 
tain school property in excellent condition at all times, with 
the single exception of Peters High School. Modernization for 
this building would be so expensive that it is questionable 
whether it would be good judgment to spend money for sub- 
stantial repairs. The cost of providing new floors, toilets, and 
heating plant, to say nothing of fire-proofing the stair wells, 
would be almost prohibitive in relation to the total value of the 
building. All problems at the Woodward School are being met 
promptly as they arise. The two primary schools have been 
substantially modernized and are being kept in excellent con- 
dition. Substantial repairs to roof drains and cupola are being 
made this year at the Annex. 


APPRECIATION I am sure that I express the feelings 
of the School Committee and the whole community when I 
extend my thanks and appreciation to the teaching staff and 
our custodians for the devoted service which they render 
constantly. We look forward to another good year of progress 
in 1958.

It is a pleasure for me to: submit to you at this time my 


tenth annual report as the administrator of Peters High 
School. : 


Graduation exercises for the class of 1957 were’ held on 
June 11, 1957, at the Albert S. Woodward Memorial School 
Auditorium, when diplomas were awarded to 25 seniors. 
Kleven graduates or 44% (approximately the state average), 
have since enrolled at institutions of higher learning. 


__ Awards of $250 each were made to Rosemary Poole and 
William Maguire from the Robinson Memorial Fund for ex- 
cellence in academic achievement. A scholarship of $1,000 was 
awarded to Nancy Sealey by the Pierce Secretarial School; | 
and Rosemary Poole was the recipient of a scholarship of 
$1,125 annually for 5 years from Cornell University as.a most | 
promising student in the field of science. 


For the new school year starting on September 5, 1957 
there was a record size enrollment of 262 pupils in our six- 
year junior-senior high school. This figure represents an in- 
crease of approximately 100 students in the past decade. It 
brings our average class grade size up to 45 students; this, in 
turn, has enabled us to offer a most significant academic oppor- 
tunity for the first time at the secondary school level in South- 
borough. 


At each grade level in the high school we are now in a 
position to have two sections of English, (college and general) ; 
and also college and general sections of social studies in grades 
IX through XII. Presently much stress is being emphasized on 
a nationwide basis for better educational opportunities for the 
academically able students. Thus, it is most opportune that we 
can better provide for the gifted students, and results of the 
Iowa Tests of Educational Developement indicate that we do 
have our share of them: 


Simultaneously, in- the general sections of English and 
social studies’ classes, the subject matter content can be more 
appropriately geared to the slow learners and those for whom 
high school will be a terminal education. 
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It also follows that our enrollments within the major 
fields of college preparatory mathematics and science will soon 
more closely approach the desired proportional sizes to meet 
our national needs. Already our classes in algebra, geometry, 
general science, and biology at the ninth and tenth grade levels 
are well in excess of 50% of all pupils enrolled in these respec- 
tive grades. 


At the eleventh and twelfth grade levels our diases in 
physics, chemistry, intermediate algebra, trigonometry and 
solid geometry -have percentages of enrollment which are ap- 
preciably less. This is in line with the national trend which has 
become a matter of national concern. 


The scholarship and quality of attainment of our present 
ninth and tenth grade groups would indicate that we -shall. 
be able to retain a 50% enrollment in college preparatory math 
and science when these students reach the eleventh and 
twelfth grade levels. 


In guidance we are cognizant of this objective, and I feel 
quite confident that by September 1959 we shall have all 
qualified students prepared to take full advantage of the offer- 
ange nen available in the curriculum of the new | regional high 
schoo 


In the field of interscholastic sports, the past year was a 
most successful one. The Peters High ‘School girls teams won 
the league championships for the fifth time in nine years in 
both soft ball and basketball, and the boys were winners of 
the smaller school division of the ‘Bay State Basketball Tourna- 
ment which was held at Tufts College. 


For the very excellent co- operation that I have rieatvad 
from the entire school department, I express my sincere appre-

-It gives me-pleasure to submit my annual report as prin- 

cipal of the elementary division of the Albert S. Woodward 

- school. Following the plan of last year’s report, I should like 
to discuss another topic which is of real concern to the chil- 
dren, their parents, and the school staff. This question involves 
the policy of assigning regularly nightly homework for ele- 
mentary school children: 

Teachers who do assign regular nightly homework for’ 
children in the intermediate grades, give this as a reason, 
“Parents request it, saying the children have nothing else to: 
do except to watch television.” 

Other teachers report that some parents complain of late 
bedtimes and jangled nerves when children have to complete, - 
homework after supper. 

We believe that the school abdicates a position based upon 
sound principles of health and study habits, when it permits 

y steady homework assignments to be done in the elementary 
grades. ‘ 

We restate our opposition to regularly sional home- 
work. We believe that only the occasional, individually-tailored 
homework requirement is defensible. 

We do not object to the situation when interest and desire 
cause a child to want to work on school activities, recreation- 
ally, in his home. Even here, parents should watch to see that 
such activity is not overdone. 
section, that is to say, ninety children per grade. Careful study 
should be given this problem and a solution planned within the 
next few years. 

An open ‘discussion on the homework problem might be 
profitable with parents and school facing the. issue together 
and agreeing on a policy which will be mutually understood 
and accepted, and which will serve the real welfare of the 
children. 

: We hope this subject might be tha topic for discussion 
with the mothers at one of our coffee hours in the-near future. 
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We wish to thank you, Mr. Poole, for your assistance and 
wise counsel; the cooperation, and the parents for their in- 
finite understanding, in helping us, the staff, to do our very 
best for the children of Southboro.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF

Dear ‘Mr. Poole: 


In this, my first report as principal of Peters High School 
Annex, I wish to discuss briefly the physical condition of the 
building and a few aspects of the educational program. 

Our school, which now houses two first grades, two second 
grades, and a third grade, will be twenty-eight years old in 
March of 1958. Following are some of the steps taken in recent 
years to make the building more attractive and efficient. 

1. Conversion to oil heat 

2. Replacement of stationary desks and chairs with 

movable ones 

3. Refinishing of the floors 

4, Eanes of the interior walls and woodwork in pastel 

‘ colors ‘ 

5. Replacement of the little-used chalk boards at the 

rear of the classrooms with tack board 

I feel-that everything’ possible is being done to keep the 
building clean and in good repair. ; 

Since the upper elementary grades have been moved to 
the Albert 8. Woodward Memorial School, our playground 
area is more nearly adequate in size. However, we need play- 
ground equipment and are hoping to- have some in the near 
future. Equipment of this kind is an aid to building good 
health, a means of teaching safety at play, and of developing 
such traits as sharing with others, as well as for just having 
fun. 

Of far greater importance than the physical aspect of a 
school, although certainly influenced by it, is the educational 
program. Because we are concerned with the primary grades, 
our main emphasis academically. is on the language arts, espe- 
‘cially reading. In ‘this subject as in all others we face the i im- 
portance of meeting the child at his own level and leading him 
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on as rapidly as he can go with a feeling of success. Great 
variations inability are to be found in every class. One very 
obvious factor in this difference is chronological age.~We ac- 
cept for entrance into first grade children who will be six 
years of age on or before January first of the year following 
the beginning of school in September. It is possible to have in 
the same first grade a child who becomes.six years of age on 
January first and one who becomes seven on January second. 
Less concrete, but just as prevalent, are variations in. physical, 
mental, social and emotional development. In order to allow the 
faster learners to proceed unhampered, and to provide for the 
slower ones the attention they need, it is necessary, particu- 
larly in reading, to work with the children in small groups. 
Shey groups are flexible and may be changed to meet varying 
needs. 


Experience has shown that if we want children to under- 
stand what they read, we must emphasize meaning right from 
the start. Work on the mechanics of reading is important, but 
should be reserved until the child begins to get the feeling of 
what it means to read. Our constantly expanding classroom 
libraries help by’ bringing to the children interesting and 
pleasant experiences with books. 


In addition to the skills and knowledge being gained, 
thought must be given to the habits and attitudes being 
formed. Because we are teaching the youngest children in 
the school system, ours is a great responsibility in this matter. , 
‘First impressions are so deep and lasting. 


I wish to express sincere appreciation to you for your un- 
failing encouragement and help, to my fellow-teachers for 
their fine cooperation, to the members of the School Committee 

‘and to the townspeople of Southborough for their very neces- 
sary assistance.

My dear Mr. Poole, 
It is with pleasure that I submit this annual report of the 

functions and activities of the South Union. School. 
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As the major function of the school is to guide the learn- 
ing activities of its pupils, the staff of the South Union School 
has utilized all the modern methods of teaching techniques, 
using the wealth of material available through our school de- 
partment, to insure the best training, understanding, and 
guidance for the individual child. The classroom teacher, the 
keystone of our Education, has studied the strengths and 
weaknesses of each child. Through cumulative records, 
teacher-made tests, and standardized forms, our teachers con- 
tinually evaluate the progress of the children and plan their 
programs to fit the needs of each individual child. Advance- 
ment in character training and progress in academic work for 
the individual child is the aim of the teachers of the South 
Union School. 


The staff has continued its own professional growth by 
taking graduate work at the State Teachers Colleges at Fram- 
ingham and Worcester, and Boston University. 


To give the child a broader view of his world, the staff 
has taken the children on several field trips to the Children’s 
Museum in Boston and Worcester, Logan International Air- 
port, Science Museum, and to the Maparium. These trips in- 
creased the children’s knowledge, and taught them independ- 
ence, self-reliance, and thoughtfulness of others. 

Some useful equipment has been added to our playground 
through the fine- efforts of the Mothers of the children and 
the School Committee. Financially successful food sales and 
-bazaars were conducted by the Mothers to raise money to pay 
for a part of the new. equipment — a sturdy steel slide and 
- three swings. We hope to add seesaws in the spring. The -play- 
ground will then be well equipped to both entertain the chil- 
dren and to help them to grow in health and character. 

Another purchase made. possible by the monies raised by 
the Mothers was equipment for the nurses corner. The Moth- 
ers of the children of the South Union School are to be highly 
complimented for their helpfulness. 

The Cafeteria is functioning very well under the com- 
petent leadership of our manager and her assistants. About 
egihty per cent of the children purchase the hot Junch. 


I want to thank you and the School Committee for con- 
tinued interest, guidance, and support, and ‘the teachers, par- 
ents, and pupils for their co-operation. .
